NOTES OF WHER. 


JUDAISM AND THE DAUGHTERS OF ISRAEL, 


There is in the Inquirer, organ of the Unitarians, an obituary of a lady 
of Jewish parentage suggesting to us a few reflections which we feel 
impelled to place on record. The deceased was scion of one of the most 


ancient and most respected families in the community, daughter of a gentleman © 


who has been dead for a number of years, and who in his life-time was not less 
distinguished for his benevolence, social position, and literary abilities than for 


his ardent attachment to the ancestral faith, and the zeal which he displayed | 


in its vindication. Of this he has left behind substantial tokens in 
some publications devoted tothe defence of the sacred cause so endeared to 
him. Now, had the lady aud her surviving sister—we are told that both of 
them attached themselves to the Unitarians—withdrawn themselves from 
the Jewish community in consequence of any matrimonial connection, 
we should, of course, still have grieved at this desertion from the 
ancestral religion, and deplored that weakness of the human heart which, 
as we all know, disposes to find reasons for justifying any act to which 
passion or interest may prompt, but would, of course, have passed it by un- 
noticed. But the lady in question was never married. Again, had she joined 
any of the trinitarian churches we should have thought that she succumbed to 
the fascination exercised over certain hyper-esthetical, morbidly impressionable 
natures with a sickly excitable imagination, by a religion bribing the senses, 
appealing chiefly to the soul’s emotional side, meeting all its weaknesses with a 
gemi-sensuous indulgence, and thus deceiving sentiment into the belief that all] 
its spiritual cravings are satisfied. We ail know how ritualistic pageantry and 
charms captivate so many evangelicals, and how the Roman Church in her turn 
by the same spell carries over to her side so many ritualists. Now, the difference 


between these three denominations is not one in kind, but in degree, and they 


all are vested with certain powerful attractions for peculiarly constituted minds, 
even as iron is drawn to the load-stone. There will always be defections of 
‘this kind, while frail human nature remains what it is, while there are weak 
souls incapable of raising themselves to the pure source of abstract spirituality, 
without some material aid, however attenuated, however aerial its form. 
But the deceased lady, as we have seen, remained outside any of these churches. 
Further, had the been poor, or in a position keeping her down unde- 
servedly in the social scale, it might have been said that the usual conver- 
sionist agencies holding out all sorts of prospects of worldly advantages were at 
work, and prevailed. But the Jady possessed means of her own, and had; 
socially, nothing to gain by severance from her people. What, therefore, could 
have induced her to cast to the wind parental precepts and family tradi- 
tions, to pluck out from her heart the doctrines planted therein in early youth 
and desert the example set by all those around her? What is there in Uni- 
tarianism, the youngest of Christian development, without compactness, without 
history, without any tap-root struck penetrating down in the ground, such as only 
length of days can effect, that could not be yielded by hoary Judaiasm with its 
time-honoured traditions with its unparalleled annals, reaching back to the very 
beginning of time, with its hallowed associations, entwined with every rela- 
tion of life, with its thrilling vicissitudes in the past, and its elevating 
hopes and aspirations for the future? We mean no disparagement to Uni- 
tarianism. We believe that it is infinitely nearer truth than any other form of 
Christianity. But its ind: finiteness, looseness of texture, which probably are 
inherent in its constitution, are nevertheless drawbacks while its youth must 
deprive it of the veneration which antiquity alone can bestow. What can, 
therefore, be the power that could have alienated from the ancestral Judaism a 
lady reared in a family which has been identified for generations with Judaism’s 
sunniest aspects, and with its heartiest devotion, and drawn it to a creed which 
could give her no better hope than was offered her by the ancestral reli. 
gion; while the. mellowness, the accumulation of tried and dearly bought 
experience, as well as the grace, only possessed by a faith, the historical chain 


of which has fastened its first link to the very corner-stone of the universe, — 


assign it in unparalleled rank in the religions of the civilised world? 


The only solution of the problem which presents itself to our mind is that her : 
community did not offer to her warm sympathetic heart that sphere of intelli- 


geut activity after which the superior female mind so earnestly yearns. It may 
be painful, but the truth must be told. The part assigned to woman by orthodox 
Judaism in the religious world cannot satis!y her spiritual cravings. 
— that a!l that the Deity expects from her is the observance of certain outward 
rites, devoid of all higher significancy ; that she need not partake in most 
of those practices which sanctify life; that nearly all the symbols which betoken 
superior spirituality, do not exist for her ; is not calculated to warm the heart, to 


_ fan the flame of enthusiasm, and to beget attachment to the system inculcating 
Woman’s emotional nature is comparatively much stronger than 


buch views. 
that of man, her feelings are much more powerfully impelled to seek channels 
for outlet than those of the male sex. She requires much more the outward 
support of religious aids, and has much deeper yearnings for them than man. 
And yet Judaism, as the course of ages has moulded it, denies her these comforts, 
_ and restricts her activity within a circle much narrower than that opened to man. 
So far has orthodoxy carried this anti-natural, repressive system, and with such 
perverse and most mischievous obstinacy is it keeping down every safety valve 
that might afford a vent to the mighty waves of sentiment, heaving to and fro, 
stirring up the recesses of her soul from their very bottom, that even the harm- 
less rite dubbed religious confirmation—this feeble apology for something more 
potent—has within the last few years been again dropped. Is it, therefore, 
Surprising thet women in homeless within their own 


To be told 


religious communion, should from time to time resent this exclusion most disdain- 
fully, and cast longing eyes in directions better prepared to gratify these deeply-felt 
wants? From the very nature of thee cravings it will be inferred that it will 
be precisely those who can least be spared and who are pre-eminently marked by 
the noblest traits characterising a devout female mind, possessed by a stronger 


yearning after spirituality than is usual with the generality, who will most — 


powerfully be swayed by the considerations which we have adumbrated, Indeed, 
experience unfortunately teaches that most of the desertions in the Jewish com- 
munity when not entirely the result of total indifference or impure motives, can 
be traced to female influence. Exempla suut odiosa. But let every one of our 


readers look around him and see whether he cannot discover some evidence of — 


these statements in one circle of his acquaintance or another. Is all this 
experience to be lost on our conservatives ? Will they not yet open their eyes 


to the mischief going on under their very eyes if they will onlychoose to see it? 


“Why should ye be stricken any more? ye wilt revolt more and more: the 
whole head is sick, and the whole heart faint. From the sole of the foot even 


unto the head there i is no sounduess in it ; but wounds and bruises, and putrefy- 


ing sores ; they have not been closed, neither bound up, neither mollified with 
ointment.” And why should Judaism be so callous to this evil, while the 
daughter religion with such marvellous tact, with such a profound knowledge 
of human nature, turns the vast resources of the female heart to such an excel- 
Jent account, and is principally indebted to it for the powerful hold which 
it has on the mind. From Helena, the mother of Constantine, to the ex- 


Empress Eugenie and the ex-Queen Isabella it was women who have fought the 


battle for Christendom, and won it. It is time that the woful oversight which 
has cost the community so dearly be repaired. It is time that measures be 


adopted that shall assign to woman in Jewish religious communion the place 


which belongs to her, for which she yearns, and which she so well deserves. 


But carried away by the train of these ideas, we quite forgot that we never | 


informed our readers who the deserter was that gave rise to these reflections. 
We will make good the omission by reproducing in full the obituary to which 
we have referred. Here it is: 


On the 31st August, at Brighton, aged seyenty-eight, Esther, eldest daughter of 


the late Mr. Moses Mocatta, for many years a respected inhabitant of Brighton. 
_ Respecting the excellent lady whose death is thus "recorded, a friend who had the 


privilege of an intimate acquaintance with her, writes as follows : “ Feeling most 
deeply that ‘ Love was the fulfilling of the law,’ and manifesting it in word and deed 
throughout a pure and beautiful life, she died loved and regretted equally by a large 
circle of friends, both in the Christian and Jewish communities, to the Jatter of 
which she originally belonged. In her the poor especially have lost an ever-ready 


benefactor and friend.” To this brief tribute to the worth of the deceased lady, but .

MARRIAGE WITH A DECEASED WIFE’S SISTER, 


The legislature of Natal, we learn, has imitated the example of all other 
British colonies and legalised marriage with a deceased wife’s sister. There 
now only remains old England, which still persists in declaring illegal what her 
numerous progeny all over the world have declared lawful. Can anyone solve 
the perplexing problem, that that which Englishmen in Australia, America and 
Africa have declared lawful and been solen:nly recognised by that very ministry 
which governs both the mother country and the colonies and ratified by the 
sovereign who reigns over both, should be deemed unlawful and prohibited by 
other Englishmen differing in nothing from their kith and kin beyond the 
o¢ean, except that they geographically occupy another point on the globe? Can 
the difference of the geographical position rationally account for this dis- 
crepancy? Is there anything in England’s atmosphere that should predispose 
those concerned to abuse family relations, were such marriages allowed, which 


- does not exist in other climates? In yain do we con the would-be arguments of 


those who i in our country oppose the legalisation of such marriages and seek to 
perceive their force. But try as we may we fail to lay hold of them. They 
elude our mental grasp as though they were forms carved in the air. At every 
effort we make to seize them we are confronted by the reflection, how is it 
possible to admit that there is any substance in these reasons if they are not as 


| applicable to the trans-oceanic English men and women the same as to thrse 


within the four seas? Is the prohibition defended on purely social grounds ? 


We ask is English society, say in Australia, based upon principles so radically 
- different from those prevailing in the mother country, that one and the same — 
relation should be branded with illegality in the one country while bearing fhe — 
stamp of lawfulness in the other? And if there be physiological reasons for

—which the legielators have not yet been able to banish from their hearts. If so 
they are hardly fit to be legislators.

of their fellow-beings, and with a rude hand break into the sanctuary of man’s | 
most delicate feelings and tenderest relation from mere prejudice, are quite out | 


of place in the hall of the legislature.

vanquishing them with less effort and pain than it costs the untrained and

He died childless, and 
left five per cent. of his very considerable fortune for charitable purposes. 
Several. ministers attended his funeral, the deceased having Leen a member of 
the Reichstag. 

Opressa.—The Time’s Odessa correspondent writes : ‘Saturday and Sunda 
were great Jewish festivals (September 8th) being the first day of the 5638t 
year of the Hebrew calendar. Most of the Christians’ shops in Odessa are closed 
on Sunday. The Jews’, ou the other hand, are all open. The occasion proved 
an exception, however, and a traveller from home might have imagined he was 
passing the Sabbath in an English city. Late in the afternoon, a large number 
of the 50,000 or 60,000 Jews inhabiting Odessa wended their way towards the 


sea for the purpose of throwing their last year’s sins into it, in order to begin — 


the new year with aclean soul. They stood about in groups closely packed 


together, in some places looking towards the water reciting prayers or reading — 
Psalms, or a portion of Isaiah. The groups were formed for the most part of 
listeners, with a man in a very few instances, a woman reading to them. Some — 
|} of the people turned their empty pockets inside out, and shook them towards the 


sea. Others merely made a sign of throwing something into it.”’ | 


MurperR —The Moniteur de Algerie reports that four Moroqueen Jews, 
accompanied by five native guides, were murdered by these on the territory of 
the Beni Onapin, near the frontier of Morocco.. The Echo d'Qran reports a still 
more atrocious crime. Seven Jews, among them two women and three children, 
were murdered on the road from Larash to Alcazar. They travelled without 
military escort. Their bodies have not yet been found, but the spot where the 
crime was committed has been discovered. Several arrests have been made by 
the authorities, and the suspected individuals have been bestinadoed to extort 


from them-a confession of the crime. But, hitherto, in vain. After all, these — 


persons may be innocent.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” . 
Sir,—At this solemn season of the year when every son and daughter of 
Israel instructed and impressed by our holy traditions, and in whose memory 
linger the pious associations of the past attunes the mind and chastens the 
heart to self-examination and self-discipline, to the homage of prayer and to 
— yeverential praise; when the encouraging record is publicly advertised of 


synagogues thronged to crowding, and of services designed to evoke the purest — 


and noblest thoughts of man’s emotional nature; when the efficacy of public 
worship is powerfully tested by manifold and oft-repeated services and the 
outward grace of deportment is challenged by protracted worship to be measured 
by the sun’s course in the heavens of one entire day, from its rising to its 
setting thereof, and yet further, from eventide to even-tide—at such a time 
9379 ny—I hold it to be most opportune—and, indeed, the first and para- 
mount duty of a Jewish clergyman to suggest the enquiry whether the 
present status of the public worship of our synagogues is satisfactory ; whether 


its discipline—the modus—realizes the end proposed ; and if it fail, to what. 


extent, and to what such failure is attributable, and in what direction are we 
to seek for remedial and suggestive measures that may bring back a healthy 


tone of mind, warm into life a more devotional feeling, and induce a more — 


uniform and frequent attendance during the year at public worship, and 
effectuate, at the same time, a more affectionate and intelligent regard for 
Synagogal services in general. 

I shall restrict my enquiry to the moot question of the MODE OF SERVICE: the 
question of ritual is, owing to its complexity and the delicacy of treatment 
required, altogether for any useful and practical purpose, beyond the scope of dis 
cussion in a public journal, and Icast of all by a clergyman in orders. I think it 
necessary to observe in limine that even in the limitation which I prescribe for my- 
self, Ido not presume.for a moment to play the rolé of aconstituted ecclesiastical 
functionary, dealing with questions entrusted, and wisely and justly and 
necessarily so, to those whose special education and training and recognised 
responsibility entitle them to pronounce ex cathedra opinions, and to whom, if 
religious discipline be of any account and the oneness of the community be a 
desirable end, due respect and allegiance should and must be given under the 
limitation of such prescriptive data as laid down in Jewish law, and by which 
the tenure of their power is held. 

I mean by this latter reservation that there are cases, as in the instance of 
some Continental and American congregations, where even constituted authority 
‘should be actively opposed ; viz., where the Rabbis on the abused strength of their 
‘own ipse divit betray their trust and assume powers, new to the Rabbinate, to change 
and modify observances, to add to and to diminish from ceremonials, and to 
originate customs wholly novel to Jewi:h law and practice, and. outside of, 
opposed to, and frequently destructive of our national! life and adverse to its 
traditions—then I hold it to be clearly the duty of the congregation un- 


fortunately subject to such men, and of every individual member to whom 


Judaism is more than a fiction, to oppose such novel teachings and such 
violation and distortion of public trust, and to do everything that legiti- 
mately is possible to neutralise such disintegrating influences. D197 p\ppa 
own, and I can conceive no greater than that 
procrustean rule of thumb which would measure, dwarf or caricature Israel’s 
laws and customs to the standard of individual whims, passing fashions, 
sensational coup d'etat or coup de theatre, and of obvious personal convenience. 
In writing even on the outward discipline of our synagogue service, I feel 

‘it necessary to put myself en rapport with your readers. I have no desire to 
evade responsibility. I do not wish for a moment to ignore the fact that 
Tam, thank Heaven, a Jewish clergyman, and that, ipso facio, my 
words must for that reason alone, if for none other, carry with 

them a significance beyond the published utterance of eqnal calibre, 

of one unchecked by the prudence of official life and unembarassed 

by the weight of such grave rerponsibility. I venture, on the other hand, 

_ to think that the time has come when men’s tempers are more under the control 
of intelligent reason than in the past, and that it is much better for clergymen to 


take the initiative in matters connected with the service of the Synagogue, and — 


quietly to discnss, reasonably discuss, and discuss in time such procedures, than 
passively to look on and leave to laymen the duty of taking the law in their 
own handg, working up a system, and then getting a clergyman to order, manu-

_ Suggests itself—for the flock to lead the shepherd, or to get the clerical tailor 


to cut his cloth according to their stinted measure. It may“ be said by astute 
and even earnest, men why rush ivto print?

to Jewish clergymen by all classes of the community, every man of my order 


should live in the hope of being useful outside bis own synagogue, and should, to 


that end, unhesitatingly address his brethren through the medium of the Press,as 
affording the widest circulation of his opinions ; and I can see no nobler aim in 
view than the one I propcse—the improvement of our public worship, as leading 


to practical Judaism, and in fostering alove for its institutions in the minds and | 
hearts of the rising generation. I think that the man or class of men permitted to

human thought, to whom is entrusted the supreme teachings of our blessed religion 
—man’s duty here below, and his sempiternal destiny hereafter, should be 
permitted, nay, encouraged, without let or hindrance, without prejudice, suspi- 
cion, or jealousy to discuss within the limits of individual experience, reading 
and reflection, questions such as I now propose to elaborate. And I further 
consider that men conscious of and alive to their responsibility, who have in one 
sense the small courage of handling the higher questions of religion in places 
where they cannot be challenged—their own pulpits—should have the greater 
courage, in a worldly sense, of dealing openly and undisguisedly with the 
machinery of religious worship—its outward discipline, in places—the public 
Press—where they may be answered, and be themselves instructed, and, without

the following facts may interest some of your readers. There are residing in 
these islands, and notably in Palma, the capital of Majorca, a number of people 
called by the Majorcans “Chuetas.” These “‘Chuetas” are the descendants of 


Jews wko embraced Catholicism in the 15th century, to avoid the religious 


persecution of the times. They have, however, always been looked upon by the 
natives as aliens, and intermarriage with them is rare.’ Being thus obliged to 


marry among themselves, the Oriental type peculiar to our coreligionists has 


been preserved, and four centuries have sufficed only to charge their religion 
in name, without in any degree whatever altering their characteristics. They 
are principally occupied as silversiniths, at the same ‘time acting as money- 
lenders; and I hear from a very reliable source that they have heavy claims on 
me of the Majorcan nobility. They are noted for their shrewdness and tact 
= — and are looked upon with much jealousy by the natives of the 
islands. 
As an instance of the ill feeling existing, I will quote the following: A 
short time since a “Chueta” desiring to devote himself to the priesthood, 
appplied to the authorities for permission to be admitted to the Church. His 
request was, however, refused ;-and in order to carry out his wishes he was 
obliged to emigrate to Italy. In conclusion I will add that these islands are far 
behind in point of progress. |

THE JEWS IN MOROCCO. 


The following interesting description of the present status of the Jews of 
Morocco is given by a correspondent of the Jewish Messenger : 


This subject has been so frequently written upon by many able men, that 
what can be said upon it is very little, particularly after the elaborate report 
I must, there- 

fore, confine my remarks to what little came under my personal oxperience. 

Generally speaking, the Morocco Jews are hardworking, Keen, and possess- 
ing great intellectual powers, which, if cultivated, would make them second to. 
noue In Europe. In character they are submissive, frugal and ambitious ; 
beside being very pliable where they have to contend with strength above their 
own. 

Their education consists principally of the study ef Hebrew, the Talmud, 
and other rabbinical works, and there are but few who are able to write a letter 
inthe Arabic tongue in Hebrew characters. As to the language of the country, 
there are not more than two or three in every town who are able to read and 
write it ; the Mohammedans consider it sacrilege for their writing to be defiled 
by a Jew’s hand or tongue, 

There are schools for secular education in Tangiers, Tetuan and Mogador ; 
the two former have given very satisfactory results, having turned out some 
good pupils, who, after completing their education in Paris, are now teachers in- 
other schools, At ‘Tangiers there is a girls’ school, which also shows some 
satisiactory result, that town being the only one where women are able to read 
and write. These schools are supported by subscriptions from the Board of 
Deputies in London, and the Alliance Israelite of Paris; but, except in Tangiers, 
there is but little income from any other souree—most of: the native Jews have 
such primitive ideas that they prefer supporting clerical, or religious instruction, 
to the utter loss of the secular, Many even refuse to allow their children to go 
to schools, preferring to have them brought up as rabbis. At Mogador in par- 
ticular, the schools are badly attended and worse conducted ; the leaders of the 
community take no interest in the furtherance of secular education, and many 

of them are quite opposed to it. Thus, the school in this towu has not yet fur- 
nished any qualificd pupils since its establishment, although much has been 
spent on it by the Allia: ce and the Board of Deputies. In this school it is cus- 
tomary to give the boys some wearing apparel before the Passover holydays, 
and, generally speaking, the school is well attended just a month previous to the 
date of such distribution, and abandoned immediately after it. ‘Ihe teacher of 
the French school has frequently aud bitterly complained to the Alliance of the 
lukewarmness of the Buard, but, so far, no remedial steps have been taken. 
Most probably this gentleman will ask for an exchange- as he is not willing to 
waste his time any further where his efforts show such poor results. What the 
remedies are for these evils will be considered hereafter, but from the best opinion 
that we can gather, nothing would succeed ‘so well as an industrial school. 
The native Jews of Morocco have a great many disabilities amongst them. 
_ They are only allowed to follow such trades as no Mohammedans will do, and 
even their shops are only to be allowed to be at places where they have little or 
ho Intercourse with their Moorish neighbours. They are not allowed to reside 
outside the Ghetto, and, where such does not exist, their quarters are generally 
Separated from the rest of the inbabitants. A Jew must not wear shoes ip any 
part of the town except the Mullah, or Ghetto, nor ride about the town. NoJew 
1s allowed to ride a horse, nor wear the same garb as the Mohammedans. They 
are not allowed to go to public baths, nor visit such places of recreation as are 
frequented by Mohaminedans. Tey are not deemed fit witnesses to give evi- 
dence before a court of law, and, were acase with a Mohammedan to be decided 
agalust a Jew, the latter cannot murmur against the sentence. No Jew can hold 
a public office under government (except that of Rabbi or Sheik) and even 


. _ bis’ evidence, or deeds, are not considered legal if they are unfavourable to a 


s Ohammedan. If a Jew be imprisoned or bastinadoed, he must pay the fees 


18 executioners ; pay for his lodging in prison, and also an entrance as well 


48 the outgoing fees. In case of refusal, his clothes are taken from him and left 


i the prison until he calls to redeem them. Jews must not sell any article of 
Provisions above the rate fixed for them by a government official appointed for

In cases of work, 
neither Sabbath nor festivals are respected ; the lash and prison being often 
employed to enforce obedience. 

In most towns, Jewish burial grounds are not allowed to he walled in, and 
when a burial ground is filled, they are not allowed to buy another, but bury 
ove »ody over another The cemetery in Morocco city is either five or six deep 
already. Where Ghettos exist, the cemetery is within its walls, or close under 
them, in order not to contaminate Mahommedan passers-by. : 

__ At Morocco, where executions of criminals often take place, it is the Jews’ 
task to salt the head or limbs of the culprits, and hang the same to the walls for 
public inspection, whence the nanre of “Mullah” (salt), given to the Ghettos 

At the seaport towns,a few of these disabilities do not exist, owing to 
many Jews being in the employ of Christians, or European subjects, which 
qualification exempts them from degradation, but, in the other towns, these are 
carried out up to this day with more or less brutality, according to the greater 
or less submission of the Jews. 

Such oppression is much encouraged by the leading members of the 
cominunity, who, for the sake of commercial privileges they have with govern- 
ment employes, often preach “submission to the Galouth” (captivity), as being 
one of our duties, and, with the object of currying favour with the officials, they 
give the example of submission in one or two instances, in order to subject the 


working and less infli ential Jews to repeated and constant degradation. One 


instance I will quote, that when Sir Moses: Montefiore obtained for the Jews a 


charter allowing them the same civil rights as the other inhabitants of the 
country, some of the principal leadeis of the community went to the Prime 


Minister barefooted, and upon being asked how it was they took off their shoes, 
they eplied: “We are only Jews, and must submit to the ancient usages left 
us by our forefathers.” In many cases where the populace wanted to stand up for 
their rights, the leaders hindered then by representing to the officials that they 
were quite comfortable and had no cause to complain. Hence the oppression 


—@ontinues, and those who feel it most cannot murmur, as their complaints are 


always put down by their chiefs as being revolutionary propensities. | 
Thus the poor Jew of the less fortunate order is ill-used by his own better- 
positioned brother, and reduced, in many cases, to such a condition of ignor- 


ance as to make him no better than a brute, and in cases where intellect is 


strong enough to contend with oppression, this intellect is cultivated in the 
wrong direction, and vices, such as lying, petty larceny, false witnessing, and 
cheating, are the fruits of that intellect, which education and freedom of action 
would have brought forth into a brilliant light. The most influential members 
of the community are strongest in opposing the establishment of schools, and 
are constantly grumbling at the small pittance allowed out of public funds . 
towards the support of those existing. It does not suit them to have the Jew 
of the lower order above them in education, and they would sooner see him a& 
giovelling ignorant wretch, ready to obey their beck and call, as a slave would. 
Sir John H: y, in his able work upou Morocco, was not far wrong in quali- 
fying the lower order of Morocco Jews as “the slaves of slaves.’ The only 
remedy that can be brought to the sad condition of these poor wretches is edu- 
cation conducted on such principles as to render the stndent, or his parent, 
independent of the community, namely, by the establishment of an industrial 
school connected with the present establishments. ° A very good idea has been 
suggested by several gentlemen resident in the country, who are willing to lend 
their support to the work, provided they find assistance from Europe, and they 
would give sufficient guarantee for the good results, were sume well-disposed 
persons willing to give them the immediate assistance required. L. A. O.

ADRIANOPLE.—Up to the 4th inst. the Cummittee for the relief of the 
fugitives irom the seat of, war, gave permanent relief to 543 Moslems, 321 Jews, 
aud 150 Bulgarians—1,014 fugitives in all.—Levant Herald. | 

BucHarest.—Three huudred and forty Jews, Turkish subjects, arrived on 
Sept. 17. They were fugitives from Kazanlik, who succeeded in escaping after 
twelve of the wealthiest Jews had been murdered by the Bulgarians and 
several women outraged. They escaped the same tate through the protection of 
the Cossacks. The Russian General gave them an escort from Shipka to 


‘Tirnova; nevertheless, the Bulgarian waggoners robbed them on the road and 


then absconded. They are in the most pitiable plight. The Englich and 
Austrian Consuls have officially ascertained these particulars.— Wochenschrift. -

JUDAISM AND SCIENCE. 


— 


Ir is peculiar to individuals, bodies, and nations of striking characteristics to 
rouse attention, to attract some, and repel others, to inspire profound 
sympathies, and to excite strong antipathies. While common-place persons 


and colorless races are allowed quietly to drag out their unobserved existence | 


in happy obscurity, strongly marked characters are singled out in the fierce 


light which beats around them for love or hatred, for good or evil report, for | 


attack or defence, For them retirement into the shadow is impossible. Take, 
for instance, the English people. Its prominent position and the extra- 
ordinary traits which distinguish it have rendered it conspicuous more 
than any other nation. It may therefore be said of it that it is the best 
abused nation in the world, inthe sense in which the late Lord PaumersTon 
called himself the best abused man in the kingdon. There is not a nation 
which has as many admirers and detractors, as many friends and enemies, 
as many assailants and champions, as the English, They are numerous 
and thorough in proportion to its conspicuousness and the striking nature 
of its characteristics. | | 
It is just the same with the Jewish people. Its antiquity, its un- 
paralleled vicissitudes, the tenacity with which it clings to a life of its own, 
the contrast which its religion forms to the surrounding creeds, and the 
firmness with which it resists the most powerful disintegrating and corroding 
agencies set to work against it, have assigned to it a preminence which 
~ render a happy obscurity to it impossible. It is the city placed on a hill 
which cannot hide itself. Accordirigly, it has to pay the penalty which is 


always exacted from conspicuousness, but, on the other hand, from time to _ 


time also receives the homage voluntarily offered to it. This penalty was 
exacted from the people even before it had developed into a nation. 


Already the Egyptians of old manifested, if not religious, certainly social — 


aversion to it, And when in the wilderness, even before the consolidation 
at Sinai, AmaLEx levelled his attacks against it. Its whole national history, 
as well as many of the prophetic denunciations of the surrounding tribes 
or conglomerates thereof, show how strongly these were swayed by racial 
antipathies, while in the conspiracy of Haman religious antagonism was 
already blended with national hatred. _ | 
the other hand, the histories of Danrex, of Ezra, and 
show that the homage to which we referred was not altogether wanting. 
Cyrus and Darius proved by their several decrees in favour 
of the exiles on the banks of the Euphrates that they knew well enough how 
to distinguish between these and the multitudes of other captives who shared 
the fate ofthe Judeans. These phenomena became still more intensified in the 
_ days of the restored polity culminating in the period of the Maccabees, when 
_ S8yro-Grecian machinations aimed at nothing less than the destruction of the reli- 
gious existence, and, consequently, the independence of the resuscitated nation- 
ality. The eagerness with which the surrounding populations rallied round the 
Roman eagles, when the final struggle pro ara et focis came on, shows 


how deeply-rooted national antipathies must have been. Tokens of homage, 


__ too, were, however, not wanting even at this lowest ebb of the national fortunes. 
The conversion of the royal family of AprabEeNne to Judaism, and the sacri- 


fices made by it for the well-being of the new brethren-in-faith, as recorded 


by Josgruvs and in tke Talmud, show that there were even then those who 
could raise themselves sufficiently high to perceive Israxu’s spiritual great- 
hess, to acknowledge the sublimity of the traits exhibited by the national 
_ Character, and to covet the most intimate fellowship with those who, however 


materially inferior to the masters of the world, were yet religiously and 


| morally infinitely their superiors. A similar homage to Jewish characteris-_ 
| tics was paid a few centuries ago at the Court of Buran, King of the 


| Chozars. Three rival religions —Christianity, Mahometanism and Judaism 
_ strove, each of them endeavouring to gain the king’s favour. Judaism at 
last carried off the prize. The rabbi prevailed, when the Prince, his

generation after generation, until at last forcibly 


_contempts, and growing out of them, were, of course, concrete conspiracies, 


the second Jewish polity, the dispersion of the people far and wide, and its conse- 
quent inability to ward off by its own resources onslaughts from without, 


| this over a much wider area, became now much more strongly marked, and. 
of more frequent occurrence than before. In fact, the whole external 
history of the Jews within the last eighteen centuries is nothing but a chain 
of calamities, which can be traced back to the prevalence of these feelings in the 
nations among which the exiles from Palestine, driven out from their own 
country, took refuge. The motive power of Isrart’s vicissitudes during 
this period is racial and religious antipathy, or sympathy acting singly or 
-combinedly—not rarely seasoned and coloured with a dash of policy and 
material interest—which, however, never became the principal: ingredients. 
- It is not our object here to trace the sources of these feelings and to show 
how the masses were worked upon and inoeulated with them. Our object 
here is simply to state as a fact that whenever IsraEL was persecuted, the 
original cause was racial 4nd religious hatred, which invented frequently, 
unconsciously to itself—man is always disposed to believe the worst of those 
he hates—those calumnies and false accusations used with such deadly 
effect for the destruction of the slandered; and that whenever, on the other 
hand, a defence was attempted, it arose from considerations springing from 
a feeling of respect, if not admiration, for some of those very traits which 
had brought on them the calamities crushing them. 

- When, during the second crusade, St. Bernarp so energetically exerted 
himself for the protection of the hunted Jews, there were, undoubtedly, at 
the root of the compassion by which he was moved respect for the sincerity 
of those prepared to enduro the worst rather than tnrn hypocrites, and the 


kind means men capable of such profound convictions. To pass over a number 
of minor manifestations of these feeiings, all tending to show the correctness 
of the position laid down, we content ourselves with reterring to one more of 
large dimensions and profound significancy which marked the very close of the 
middleages. The manifestation this time, however, did not aim so much at the 
Jewish people themselves as at a product of their intellect moulding religion, 
in fact, their spiritual offspring, the faithful reflection of their most marked 
characteristics, and endeared to them beyond everything. Itwas indeed a thrust 
aimed at them through the sides of this offspring. We allude to the persecution 
of Hebrew literature, then chiefly constituted by the Talmud, brought on by 
the apostate PrerrerKorN. Nothing less satisfied his detestation of 
Jewish unbelief than the confiscation of all Hebrew books throughout the 
German empire and their condemnation to the flames, A subjection of these 
works to a censorship, as ordained by saintly princes of the church, was not 
sufficient for his burning zeal. And, supported as he was by the order of 
the dominicians, by spiritual and secular lords, and, above all, by 
the most devout sister of the emperor, the danger of the wholesale 
destruction of invaluable relics of hoary antiquity, as -well as 
the disgrace of a spritual auto-da-fé were very imminent at the very 
‘threshold of the century, which was to usher in that unparalleled 
intellectual movement which was to rescue the dawning civilisation from 
threatening barbarism. Once more racial and religious antipathies combined 
to inflict a deadly blow on the object of their hatred. But once more deliver- 


Hebrew lore, had his sympathy awakened for the race to which they 
belonged, and his admiring attention drawn to the ingenuity, perseverance and 


He consequently took up the cudgel for them with so 
much ability and such vehemence, as to snatch from their enemies the vic-

A wholesale massacre of communities or the destruction of piles of 
manuscripts cannot be advocated.

| This is especially the case among the German people. Extraordinary as it 
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may appear, yet it is a fact that the most cultured people in Europe, the 
land of the professors and doctors, in which the schoolmaster has for years 
and years swayed his ferule with vigour, is the most tenacious of prejudice. 
However much the clericals of the Roman and Protestant churches may 


differ in matters affecting the highest and most hallowed interests of life 


and principles of conduct, however deep down these differences may reach, 


and however incisive they may be, yet in one thing they fully agree. Wide — 


apart in everything else, they are yet at one in their detestation of all that is 
Jewish; and it is truly difficult to say whether it partakes more of racial 
or religious hatred. Most likely it is an unwholesome mixture of both. 
This teeling of course in our days must not present itself as barefaved 
hatred. It could hardly as such make headway. Its hideous features 
have to be covered over. It must assume a mask, It is not Jews who 
are hated so much in the abstract, or Judaism that is detested, it is their 
intense selfishness, their greed for pelf, the heartlessness with which they 
pursue this, and the heedless misery of the hundreds of honest Christians whom 
they thereby ruin; it is their want of patriotism, their lack of all idealism, their 
inward contempt of all culture, and their indifference to all science and 
progress. True, the Jewish youth crowd all educational establishments, 


attend them in much Jarger proportions than the general population, carry © 


off prizes and distinguish themselves in the professions to which Jews are 


admitted, But all this is out of pure selfishness, They obey in this 
matter the prompting of the meanest cravings. They must in the battle of 


life overreach the good Christians; they must therefore excel their com-— 


petitors in cleverness and cunning; and in this a superior education is a 
great help; witness all those swindling schemes, the so-called “ Griunder- 
thum,” which at their collapse have brought ruin on so many honest and 


hard-working Ohristian families, which have all been concocted by Jews for 


the sole purpose of fleecing trusting and good-natured Christians; witness 
the terrible depression of trade, the bankruptcies all around, the stoppage of 
manufacture and the reduction to beggary of thousands of operatives. All 
this is the work of the grinding usury of these heartless Jews, who rejoice 
in spoiling the Egyptians, | 
Such is the inflammatory language of clericalism both in Germany and 
Austria, such the agency employed in order to incense the masses against 
the Jews. In England, and in fact in every country in which political 
education is sufficiently advanced among the people, and where there is a 
smattering of the doctrines of political economy, such language would simply 
be ridiculed. In England it would simply call forth a smile if one were told 
that a fraudulent director in a swindling company, be he Jew or Gentile, would 
make any racial or religious distinction in the selection of his victims, or 
that one class or religious body can be impoverished without others being 
affected by the ruin. English common sense woula soon find a solution for 
the fictitious prosperity and the subsequent collapse, and the attending 
terrible depression of trade in the myriads of pounds sterling which so 
suddenly and within so short a time kept on rolling in; in the unnatural 
stimulus which they necessarily gave to all kinds of enterprise and over trading, 
and the collapse which must necessarily follow the inflation. But such 


simple explanations are not sufficiently subtle, not sufficiently recondite to.

burdened with antiquated traditional rebbish, of which it cannot rid itself;

It was most gratefully received by the German Jewish com-— 
munity who found their character so gloriously vindicated by one who never 
had the most distant connection with them. At the suggestion of the late 
much lamented Herr Moritz Kouner, of Leipzig, president of the German 
Jewish Gemeindebund, it was, with the permission of the author and pub- 
lisher, reprinted as a pamphlet,and as such, had a still wider circulation and 
undoubtedly helped in rectifying the erroneous notions on Jews and Judaism 
of thousands of its readers. A production ushered into existence at such a 


time and under such extraordinary circumstances, deserves to be made known 


beyond the limits within which it was originally confined by reason of differ- 
ence of language. These confines have been, at least so far as Kuglish 
speaking people are concerned, happily removed. The Jewish Messenger 
published a translation of the pamphlet, thus anticipating us in this work, 
We now avail ourselves of it to submit it likewise to our English readers, 
even as a French translation thereof by the Alliance has been submitted, to 
the French people. | 

While we as yet lack a history narrating the share which medieval 
Jews had in keeping up the sacred flame of science transmitted from classical 
ages, this sketch may well answer the purpose of conveying an idea of what 
our fathers achieved in the domain of science. The first article will be found 
in another column, and we recommend its perusal to our readers. in the hope 
that they will derive from it as much satisfaction as we have ourselves,

HEINE ON RELIGION AND POLITICS. 

~The Fortnightly Review for the current month contains a remarkably well- 
written essay under the above-named heading, by L. A. Montefiore. In this 
article Heine the poet, critic, politician, and religionist, is held up with great 


skill to our gaze in the several Protean forms in which he presents himself in 


his various writings. It is anexcellent appreciation of his character and erratic 
genius, Mr. Muntefiore allows us to look through the veil over Heine’s writ 
ings, and gaze upoti the inner man, and we fiud him much sounder and much- 
more amiable than he endeavours to depict himself. A hater of England, and 
a disparager of all her institutions, there is yet much in his passionate love of 
liberty, the real foundation of Britain’s Constitution, that is akin to the maligned 
race. A scoffer at all religion, there is yet in him a spirituality and a veneration 
for the transcendental which stampshim with the impress of a believer. A deserter 
from Judaism, and a depreciator of his people, he nevertheless in his heart of 
hearts clings to the latter with all the fondness of a son for his mother, and 
entertains for the former all the respect, if not the reverence, which the faithful 
exhibit for the images of their saints. And all this unconsciously to himself. 
And all these characteristics break against his will through the dense coating 
with which he has overlaid his innermost being. 
To us, of course, Heire the Jew, who avowedly from secular motives turned 
a Christian, is the figure of the chiefest interest. In this respect he is quite a 
ee study, for he does not, like other converts, conceal his sentiments, 
ut is cynical enough to state his reasons for his conversion, and then with a 
terrible fierceness turns round upon those who he believes extorted from him a 
confession of faith utterly abhorred by him, by mora! ihumb-screws applied, and 


makes then wince under the sharp edge of his sarcasm. The revenge taken by 


him upon the detested Christianity which he accepted by word of mouth for 
the despised Judaism is as awful as it is sublime. This enforced apostacy 
burned for life deep into his soul the feeling of humiliation and self-degradation, 
the consequence of the momentary hypocrisy of which he was guilty. | 
~Q! how much better would it have been for Christianity had its fanaticism 
never aroused these feelings in him. The mental distraction which this apostacy 
brought on, and the rebellion with which his profoundly spiritual nature rose 
against areligion professing to be all peace and charity, but which had used 
more freely the rack than any other faith, and which had wrenched out of joint 
some of his holiest yearnings, reflected themselves in a thousand sarcasms upon 
the religion of love, which are cutting down deep to the quick into the soul of 
the German youth. Heine the Jew would have had no quarrel with Christianity 
had it not been thrust into his way at every turn he essayed to take. He would 
simply have let Christianity alonc, as have done so many other powerful Jewish 
writers, who were either less sensitive and less spiritual than he was, or who 
had not been hampered.by it. But Heine, wounded to the quick by Christianity, 
and challenged by it, made it feel the keenness of the weapons, wielded by him 
with such consummate skill and extraor inary effect. | 
That Heine really must have deeply felt the degradation which his deser- 
tion of the ancestral religion brought upon so sensitive a mind as his can be 
easily inferred from an incident in his hfe, to which Mr. Montefiore does not 
refer, Heine as a young man while at Berlin was a zealous member of ‘that 
Cultur-Verein which came into existence under the presidency of Edward Gans, 


of which Dr. Zinz was a member, and which was formed for the promotion 


of Jewish intellectual, moral and religious objects. Had Heine, unfortunately, 
not been born out of time, had he enjoyed the advantage which we now have 
in the possession of an ample and tucid literature, embracing what is termed the 
Science of Judaism, the chances are that he would have resisted both the tempta- 
tion and the moral coercion in his days employed by Christianity to gain con- 
verts, and he would have died faithtul to the forms of the ancestral religion, 
even as much of its essence had never departed from his soul. Nominally a 
Christian, he was all his life, without being aware of it, a Jew at heart, and 
many erroneous notions about Judaism which clung to him through life, and 
which he no doubt carried with him unto the grave, would not have fastened 
upon him. Several of these notions and sentiments ooze out in divers utterances 
of his, recorded or referred to by Mr. Montefiore, and which we should have 
willingly rectified did space allow. The ever-increasing circle of admirers of 
Heine’s writings will undoubtedly greatly enjoy this essay, which gives them an 
excellent insight into his genius and a fine perception of the peculiarities marking 


_ the productions of so original a writer.

JUDAISM AND SCIENCE.*—I. 


By Pror. M. J. SCHLEIDEN 


My labors in the history of botany necessarily caused me to see the works 
His relations to Thomas of Aquino, his dependence 
upon Aristotle and Arabian writers, bronght near to me the question of the 
interposition of these investigators and of earlier sources. The investigation 
brought me continually further, and at last caused me to become aware of a 
circumstance, which our great works of history pass over in silence, and yet 
which is of extraordinary importance to the history of the development of 
mankind. The following essay contains a brief and general view of what I 
have found. 

The Jews are and will remain the most remarkable people, and if we admit 
the symbol of a providence, one may call them “ God's chosen people.” They 


furnish one of the most interesting subjects for earnest and thoughtful examina-— 


tion, not only because, despite the severest and bloodiest persecutions by Pagans, 


- Persiane, Mohamedans and Christians, they have for nearly two thousand years 
snd up to the present day, maintained themselves as a people and been true to. 


their original character, but because they continually expand and increase in 
every climate, and under conditions, more favourable than those surrounding 
any other people. They are the oldest people supporting monotheism, and who, 
because of the purity of the belief in God, have established and adhered to 


‘moral laws, whose effect in life is the true demonstralion of religious belief. 


All Europe had its Middle Age, a period of barbarity, of intellectual and moral 
degradation, we cannot imagine it to have been worse—only the Jews were 
excepted therefrom. 

| Notwithstanding dispersion and oppression which often robbed them of the 
simplest human rights, yes, of the right to live—they developed their intellectual 
powers unniterruptedly to the end of the Middle Ages, and preserved and gave to 
the other peoples the foundation of morality and spiritual life. They sometimes 
stumbled, after the manner of spiritually noble minds, wken happy monients 


_ made life too easy ; but reverses and calamities, which barely allowed them to 


live, had only this result—to ennoble them, and to spur them on to higher 
intellectual and spiritual exertions. 7 

The devastation of the Jewish state by the Assyrians and Babylonians 
caused the Jews to comprehend their spiritual being, and to unite the results of 
their previous spiritual life, into one entirety, which even at the present time 
contains so much that is deemed elevating and holy by Christians. ‘hey 
stamped the boon thus won upon their lives. Unshaken trust in God, and 
moral conduct, as far as the same was recognized by them as a duty— gave 
them the power of enthusiasm, with which this little nation maintained for 
centuries the fight with the gigantic Roman empire, whose exertions against 
them were greater than that exercised towards any nation of similar numbers. The 
heroism of the Jews, displayed by the Maccabees, during the conflicts which 
ended with the destruction of Jerusalem by Titus, at the two years’ war under 
Bar Kochba, and later their defence of Naples against Kelisarius, and the passes 
of the Pyrenees against the Franks, place them with the greatest heroes known 
to history. They succumbed to enormous physical superiority, the nation as 
such was destroyed, the people dispersed all over the globe, from China and 
India through Africa and Europe, unto the remotest Western regions then 
discovered. | 

But the people remained one people, continued to maintain an unbroken 
connection among all its branches, and always recognised in the progress of 
moral and spiritual life a-centre that bound them together. Wherever the Jew 
wandered, he found men, of the same faith, the same mind, aud was sure of 
receiving practical assistance and a cordial welcome, — 

Three circumstances are to be considered here, which made easy the diffu- 
sion of intellectuel activity and its results among the entire people. 

The first was their proficiency in trade The ancients describe the 
Pheenicians as the oldest traders. I believe that this expression is not and was 
never intended to be strictly geographical. Phoenicians and Syriang are those 
Semites, who dwelt more on the coast, and in the interior of Syria. Herodotus 
seems to designate as ‘‘Phcenicians” only those Syrians who traded near the 
Mediterranean. He travelled about the time of the exile through Syria, but 
knows no Israel, no Judea, only Syria: his Palestine Syrians are those who 
dwelt in a more southerly direction to the coast—the Philistines of the Jews. 
The City of ‘‘Cadytis,” is, judging from the route that he describes, probably 
Gaza. The Jewish tribes, Zebulon, Dan and Asher, for a time were engaged in 
-ocean commerce, and on the sea joined the Phoenicians. The Ophir expeditions 
under Usia, in the eighth century, B.c., at the time of the Odyssey, show that the 
Israelites were naturally bold marine traders. During the Middle Ages, ioo, 
ocean commerce was almost entirely carried on by Jews. Putting all this 
together, we cannot doubt that, among the seafaring Phcenicians (they spoke 
almost the same language, and through their early religious education were 
mentally related) Israelites were always to be found, and that in the colonies 
established by the Phoenicians on the 
Marseilles, Spain, &c., Jews, too, gathered together. Thereby they easily found 


connecting points, when the often oppressive tyrannies of their native land | 
- caused them to forsake it. It is very probable, then, that Jewish congregations | 


existed before the beginning of the Christian era, in the most westerly parts of 
Europe, and, with historical certainty, we know of Jewish colonies in Assyria, 
Babylon, Egypt and Rome, that existed about this period. Paul only visited 


Rome during his journey to Spain, and only the certainty of being cordially — 


welcomed by his countrymen could have induced him to enter upon such a 
journey. And Taracona, long before the invasion of the Saracens, was called 
the “Jewish City.” After the destruction of Jerusalem by Titus, these Jewish 
colonies were increased and enlarged, and thus the entire known world was 


_ surrounded by the settlements, which maintained constant communication with 
each other through the agency of travelling merchants. They were enabled to 


distribute the products of their intellect as rapidly as their merchandise, while 
the other peoples were becoming more and more isolated, and shut out from the 
very slowly flowing streams of intellectua] life. The Romans were perishing, 
the Germans still remained in a barbarous condition, and thus the dark period of 
The latter 


wherever for the time being tley flourished, aud resorted to them for advice and 


enlightenment, when perhaps for a moment they themselves could not arrive at 


a correct decision in a weighty matter. 

The second circumstance aiding the intellectual development of Judaism 
were these centres; that is to say, schools established long before the beginning 
of our era, by Simon Ben Schetach, under Salome Alexandra (69-70), in all the 
larger cities, where young men, from their sixteenth year, were instructed in the

e are indebted to the “Jewish Messenger” for the excellent translation of this impoitant 


Law and Scriptures. The attendance was compulsory. Even at that time 
houses of learning under the direction of distinguished scriptural scholars, were 
in existence in Jerusalem and other cities of Judea. How much the Jews valued 
these schools is shown by their desciibing the highest one of them as Kallah 
(bride). When Jerusalem was besieged, Hillel’s best scholar, Jochanan Ben 
Sakkai, wisely foresecing the future, secretly left the city and came to Vespasian, 
who granted him permission to establish one in Jabneh (Jamnia). This was the 
first of a large number of institutions which afterwards were to be found in 
every land. Some of them became celebrated in science, others formed the 
foundations of Christian academies. In Jabneh they already formed the basis 
for the composition of the Talmud (Mishna and Gamara). Schools at Lydda 
and Bekiin followed; then they were instituted at Nisibis and Nahardea, After 
the Bar-Kochba uprising a “house of learning” was established by Akiba’s 
scholars at Uscha, and at a later period the school at Sephoris was opened. The 
teachers of these schools were called Tanaim. 3 
Embarrassed by political conditions, the influence of the Jews of Palestine, 
from the middle of the third century, began to decline. The Jews of Babylon, 
enjoying a greater degree of freedom, were enabled to take their place. The 
men of learning living in Babylon, owing to their interpreting the obscure 
sentenves of the Mishna, were called Amoraim. At this period, the school at 
Tiberias still flourished, but the institutes of Pumbadita, Silhi, Schakan-Zib, 
soon became of greater importance. Owing to Rabbi Huna, the school at Sura 
found great favor, and for a long time it was the most formidable competitor of 
the one at Pumbadita, which, under Rabbi Ben Nachmani, had twelve hundred 
students. It was at Sura where Rabbana Aschi prepared the entire Tnolmud. 
Until the year 550 only detached written parts of it were in existence—the rest 
was only entrusted to teachers whose memories were highly cultivated by 
continual practice. These were the so called Saburaer, two of whom, RK. Giza 
and R. Simuna, at last wrote authentically the entire Talmud. | | 
At an early period the Jews dwelt in Arabia, and their colonies were greatly 
increased when the Persian rulers became persecutors of the Jews. Their 
centre was Yathrib (afterwards called Medina), and their relations with the 
Arabians were of a highly honourable and almost influential character. Almost — 
every Jew knew how to write; every one of them was capable of reading the 


‘Hebrew Scriptures, and this led the Arabians to call them Ah/ ul Kitab (the , 


people of the letter). Arabian intellect was beneficial to the language, the 
scientific and the poetical culture of the Jews. Their “house of learning” at 
Yathrib was intitnately connected with the one at Tiberias. The best part of 
the Koran is of Jewish origin. During the reign of Omar, Sura and Pumbadita 
were again lighly successful, and the directors of the school at Sura received 
the title of Gaon (tearer of honour). Then followed the conversion of the 
Chazarenes to Judaism, and the erection of “houses of learning” in their 
country. 

And now Judaism began to make itself felt in the Occident. In rapid 
succession, schools, academies and “houses of learning” were founded in all 
the larger cities of Spain, France and Italy. MAny of then soon became so 
favourably kuown, that they were attended by Christians and even Christian 
theologians, who almost lacked opportunities for intellectual training. At the 
same time Jewish schools, under the authority of Arabians, flourished in Bagdad, 
Cairo and Neru. At an early period, schools were successfully conducted at 
Toledo, Granada and Cordova (Spain); Lunel, Beziers, Beaucaire and Narbonne 
(France); Modena, Mantua, Padua, Genoa, Naples, Amalfi, Benevento aud Rome 
(Italy); as well as at innumerable other places. The founding of the medical 
school at Montepelier, was due to the Jews, and they largely participated in the 
establishment of the schools of Salerno. The disappearance of the last remnant 
af an external centralization of Judaism, was finally brought about by the success 
= the occidental schools, which soon equalled and at last surpassed those of 

1e Kast. 
From now on, Judaism was kept together by its pure monotheism, by its Holy 

Scriptures, and its moral laws. The high degree of education attained by the 
people caused the almost complete removal of all distinctions between them and 
their teacher. The teacher was now a teacher and nothing else; this is why the 
period, beginning at about the tenth century, is simply called the Rabbinical Era. 

_ [have here only directed attention to the most important poiots ; the number 
of institutions of learning was, in reality, endlessly large, for almost every town, 
of any importance, had one or more. Celebrated teachers had frequently 
two thousand students, who came together from far and near.: It was not 
customary to pay for the instruction, as the teachers were either men of wealth, 
or as was oftener the case, merchants or artisans. A poor but talented teacher 
very seldom allowed his scholars to give him money ; on the contiary, the teachers 
frequently assisted their scholars, and sometimes even entirely supported them. 

‘The third circumstance by which the intellectual development of the Jews 
was rendered less difficult was the knowledge of languages, for which, it seems, 
they possess a natural aptitude. Even before the beginning of our era, many 
Jews spoke Hebrew and Greek, especially in Alexandria; and with the reign of 
the Roma:s, Latin was added. Afterwards they learned Syriac, then Arabic, 
and at last Spanish, French and German. During the entire Middle Ages there 
were but few Jews, belonging to the Jowest classes, who did not understand at 
least two languages, and the names of many men have been preserved to us who 
had an entire command of from five to seven languages. |

A Monster SuccAH.—The great increase in the number of the inmates of the 
Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum, Lower Norwood, necessitated the construction of 
a very large Tabernacle for the requirements of the present festival. It occupies the 
glass quadrangle of the institution, and covers a surface of nearly two thousand 
square feet, being 55ft. Jong and 36ft. broad. The roof is composed of green boughs, 
from which hang a variety of effective ornaments.. The walls are draped with scarlet 
cloth and festooned with evergreens and flowers ; trophies of shields occupy the _ 
centre of the twelve windows, and are connected with the green roof by graceful 
festoons of flags and streamers. Between the windows, the spaces are filled by huge 
scrolls of blue and red, bearing appropriate Hebrew texts cut out in large letters in 
white, The whole of the ornamentation has been done by the staff and senior pupils, 
under the direction of the Rey.

SIR,—These remarks, if we adopt the Bible version, and which is carefully fepeated in many of 
our own prayer-books, might well recall the ancient syllogism : Epaminondes says the Cretans are 
all liars. Now Epaminondes was himself a Cretan; therefore, Epaminondes was a liar; therefore 
the Cretans are not liars; therefore Epaminondes was not a liar; therefore the Cretans are 
liars: therefore———and so on, ad infinitum. Change “Epaminondes” and the “Cretans” to the 

Psalmist,” and “men,” and the translation confutes and refutes itself.. 

It will be desirable, before considering the subject, to quote the well-known passage PS) "SN 
373 DINT 93 TSN ‘VON IN IND. Limiting, as far as possible, my remarks to the three 
words in question, I yet s"mit, with deference, whether Dr. Benisch might not, in conformity with 
the general sense of the text, have rendered IND FWY, “I have been greatly afflicted,” rather 
than “I answered aloud,” comp.
